REASONS for ALLOWANCE

the arguments set forth in the amendment filed on 12/23/2005 are persuasive. The 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record because the claims are distinguished 
from the prior art of record for the reasons as set forth in the amendment filed on 
12/23/05, specifically pages 12-14 and because an update of a search previously made 
does not detect the combined claimed elements as set forth in the claims 1-24. 
Specifically claims are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior 
art of record teaches or fairly suggests a method and an apparatus for coordinating 
communications between a plurality of tightly coupled processors including one or more 
generalized queues communicatively couplable to the tightly coupled processors for 
storing entries to be passed between the tightly coupled processors, and one or more 
specialized registers communicatively couplable to the tightly coupled processors and 
configurable in accordance with programs executable in the tightly coupled processors 
as described in the specification and together with combination of other claimed 
element as set forth in the claims. Therefore, claims 1 -24 are allowable over the prior 
art of records.
